The yearbook. It's a commonplace. Everybody's got one, or two, or half a dozen taking up shelf space 
somewhere. 

But what is a yearbook? 



For some, it's a reference book ("What was her name, any- 
way?"). For others, it's a prod to nostalgia ("Look how young we 
were! The carefree days . . . "). 

For some future Ph.D. candidate, this 1988 Thorobred may 
be a social artifact, one thread in the complex weave that was 
life in the 20th century. ("Remembering in the Context of the 
Late 1980s: Yearbooks at One Small Central Kentucky Public 
University"). 

Somewhere down the line, a copy of the 1988 Thorobred will 
be used to shore up the short leg of somebody's coffee table. 
But what is it? 



It's a photographic documentation of, well, about 2.4 seconds during the 1987-1988 school year 
(roughly 600 pictures, exposed for an average of, say, 1/250 of a second). We (i.e. the yearbook staff) 
selected the particular 2.4 seconds herein documented. You (the reader) may disagree with our 
selection; you would have undoubtedly chosen a different 2.4 seconds. There were, after all, about 25 
million of them between mid-August, 1987, and May, 1988. 
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It's a scattershot journalistic record of what 
might be called the highlights of the highlights of 
the year: we've tried to mention significant as- 
pects of the events we feel were important. The 
inherent subjectivity is obvious: for example, if 
you turn to the sports section, you will find that 
the men's basketball team won 16 games and 
lost 12. For some, those figures may be more 
important than anything else that happened this 
year. Others probably have little interest in sports 
at all. 

But in any case, highlights are easy. "The mu- 
sical group Klymaxx performed during Home- 
coming" — that's an easy sentence to write. It's 
easy, undisputed fact. 
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What's hard — what's incredibly and remarkably difficult — is to give any sort of real account of what it was like. To describe a 
freshman's feelings of registration. To record the work that went into the three research papers you had to turn in on the same day. To 
say what went through your mind at commencement. To describe the taste of breakfast at the caf . 

It's not easy, in short, to keep the past alive. The 1987-1988 school year is (as the phrase goes) history. Some small parts of it are 
reflected here. If something in this book connects with something in you, then the Thorobred is, in fact, a yearbook.

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December — January 

Gov. WaMace Wilkinson was inaugurated Dec. 8. 

The KSU Chess Team won the 1987 Kentucky Collegiate 
Team Championship. Club advisor Joel Sokoloff called the win 
"a shocking upset on the magnitude of the 1969 Mets World 
Series triumph." 

The KSU Concert Choir, along with the University of Ken- 
tucky Choristers and Chorale and the University of Louisville 
Chorus, appeared on KET Dec. 29. 

Blazer Drive was closed as construction began on a pedestri- 
an mall on campus. 

The Frankfort-Franklin County observance of Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King, Jr.'s birthday was held Jan. 17 at Frankfort's First 
Baptist Church. Rev. Tyrone Crider (right, bottom) was the 
speaker. 

President Burse said in his State of the University speech 
that KSU was still "at a crossroad." He cited a number of recent 
achievements at the university, but said that the future was 
uncertain. He called for higher state taxes as a means of reduc- 
ing that uncertainty. 

KSU Regent Luska Twyman (right, top) died Jan. 28. A gradu- 
ate of Kentucky State, Twyman was the first black mayor (of 
Glasgow) in Kentucky. 
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February — March 

Black History Month was celebrated with a variety of events 
and activities. 

The SGA sponsored a faculty and staff talent show Feb. 10. 

A crowd of several thousand students and other supporters 
of higher education marched to the Capitol Feb. 16 to protest 
Gov. Wilkinson's proposed budget (left, bottom). 

Jesse Jackson, Jr. brought his father's presidential campaign 
to KSU Feb. 17. He told the Bradford Hall audience that "the 
generation of the '80s must accept change and fight for social 
justice." 

KSU students took part in a series of protests against the 
admission policies of the Frankfort Country Club, which had no 
black members. 

KSU's new Center of Excellence for Quality was inaugurated 
Feb. 22. Harvard economist Robert Reich (below) was the 
speaker. He said that increased productivity was the key to 
successful competition in the global economy; he called KSU's 
Center "crucial at this time" for its emphasis on "human cap- 
ital." 

Pulitzer Prize-winning Kentucky State alumnus Moneta 
Sleet, Jr. (left, top) spoke on campus March 16. "This is where 
it all began," said Sleet, who won the 1969 prize for photojour- 
nalism. 
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April — May 



KSU applied to the FCC for authorization to establish a new, 
noncommercial educational FM radio station in Frankfort. 

Five KSU students received awards in the Fair Housing Essay 
Contest sponsored by the Kentucky Housing Corporation, the 
Commerce Cabinet, the Office of Minority Business and the 
Department of Local Government. 

First place went to freshman Duana McManis; second place 
to freshman Faydra Deon Fields; freshman Lamont Settle took 
third place; and freshmen Kenny Green and Thomas Pipes 
received honorable mention. 

In elections April 13, the student body elected Leslie Davis 
Miss KSU, Anthony Tichenor SGA president, Jerald Cosey vice 
president, Cynthia Young secretary, Diretheia Rodgers treasur- 
er, and Darryl Thompson chief justice. 

About 230 students were honored at the university's 25th 
annual Honors Convocation April 20. 

KSU President Raymond M. Burse announced at the end of 
the Honors Convocation that he intended to resign. The Board 
of Regents unanimously rejected his letter of resignation and, 
after two speculation-filled weeks, Burse said May 5 that he 
would remain until the expiration of his contract in 1990. Be- 
low, Burse fields questions from the press. 

KSU received one of only four gold medals awarded national- 
ly by the Council for the Advancement and Support of Educa- 
tion for fundraising improvement for the years 1984-85 
through 1987-88. 

About 240 KSU students received diplomas at commence- 
ment May 8 (right).

Known around campus as the person you see when you're 
"in trouble," she is seen by some as a strict disciplinarian; but 
her genuine concern about the welfare of KSU students is 
widely recognized. 

As assistant to the vice president for student affairs, Gibson 
handles all student disciplinary cases. When students face 
disciplinary action, they must go see Gibson, tell her what has 
happened, why it happened and how they want the case to be 
handled. Students have two choices: the student judicial re- 
view process and the administrative review process. 

Gibson decides what further action should be taken in accor- 
dance with the "K-Book" rules and regulations of student con- 
duct. 

"If students would follow the guidelines set by the 'K-Book,' 
we would have no problems," she told a Thorobred News re- 
porter. She pointed out that while this may seem difficult, 
students must learn to follow the rules of society or face a 
much ruder awakening later on. 

Gibson said she wanted to be seen as more than a discipli- 
narian: "I want students to view me as being humanistic," she 
said, adding that she enjoys students who come into her office 
"just to talk." 




We marched for higher ed 



In response to Gov. Wallace Wilkinson's budget proposal, 
which provided a very limited increase in funding for public 
universities, students (and others interested in the future of 
higher education) from around the state gathered in Frankfort 
Feb. 16.

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Black History Month

The month's speakers included Dr. Ruth Sheffey, professor of English at Morgan State University, who 
spoke on the contributions of black women to American culture; Betty Baye, assistant city editor of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, who discussed the constitutional status of Afro-Americans; and Dr. George Wright 
of the University of Texas at Austin, who lectured on the history of blacks in Louisville. 

Poets took the stage on two occasions. South Africa-born Amelia Blossom House read her original poetry, 
while Priscilla Cooper and Donna Morton together gave a poetic concert, "In Our Time." 

The Imani Dance Group of Louisville performed on campus, with a style that combined gospel and jazz with 
African dance forms. 

Traditional African story-telling was the focus of a program given by Gloria "Mama Yaa" Bivens, entitled 
"Webs of Wisdom." 

Musical performances included concerts by the KSU Jazz Band and the Greater Salem Baptist Church

Protests target 
country club's 
admission policies 

Protesters — most of them Kentucky State University stu- 
dents — prayed, chanted, carried picket signs and distributed 
leaflets in a series of demonstrations against what they consid- 
ered the racist admission policies of the Frankfort Country 
Club. 

The club had no black members and had in the past year 
come under scrutiny after admission was refused to KSU Presi- 
dent Raymond M. Burse and Japanese businessman Rick Ono. 

Club board member Will May, who met with the protesters, 
said on March 5 that the exclusion of blacks in the past was the 
result of an "archaic policy" which had recently been changed. 

May's explanation was met with skepticism by the demon- 
strators, who vowed to keep up the struggle. 

Later in the spring, a black businessman from Frankfort was 
offered admission into the club; however, he declined to join.

Kentucky State University awarded 222 degrees May 8 in a 
Mother's Day commencement in Alumni Stadium. 

Dr. Therman Evans of Philadelphia, corporate medical direc- 
tor for CIGNA Corp. (facing page), was speaker for the gradu- 
ation exercises. He compared college graduation to coming to 
the mark in life's race and told the graduates they had spent 
much time and effort in "getting ready to go." 

Evans said graduates should continue to work for achieve- 
ment. "Life is not a spectator sport," he said. "Ifyou want to get 
something out of life, you must put something into it." 

"You don't get something for nothing," Evans said. "You 
must give ifyou expect to get. You must pay for what you expect 
to get." 

Evans urged the graduating students to repay their families, 
their university, and society at large for the opportunities that 
they have enjoyed. 

129 students received bachelor's degrees. 26 received mas- 
ter of public affairs degrees and 67 received associate degrees. 

Of the baccalaureate graduates, 14 graduated summa cum 
laude, 15 magna cum laude, and 10 cum laude. 

President Raymond M. Burse presented a distinguished ser- 
vice award to former state Council on Higher Education Execu- 
tive Director Harry M. Snyder.

Ending the season on a 2-8-1 note was not exactly what head coach William Head had hoped for. But he felt that the record is not 
ndicative of the effort put forth by his young team. 

"Our biggest downfall was simply inconsistency," said Head. "We played well against good teams and poorly against the weaker

Without a doubt the highlight 
f the season was the final game, when the Thorobreds trampled Transylvania, giving the awestruck Pioneers their third loss of the 
eason. 

Joe Reed was KSU's leading scorer for the season, averaging 16.1 points per game. Other top scorers were Tony Burt, Thor Shaffer 
nd Charleston Bowles, with 13.2, 12.8 and 11.9 points per game respectively. 

As a team, the Thorobreds shot 46.9 percent from the field, connecting on 883 of 1,884 shots. At the three point stripe, KSU hit 
02 of 244 attempts, for 41.8 percent. 

From the charity stripe, KSU sank 394 of 627 free throws for 62.8 percent. The team averaged 33.6 rebounds and 80.8 points per 
ame.
